women, have privately discouraged it and 
said the women of their country would draw 
batk from such a duty; that they had not the 
experience or interest in such matters, and 
W shrink from assuming such a responsi- 
bility, and so on; but the women themselves 
in every instance have been more eager, and 
have said that if necessary they would form 
thernselves into committees and go to the 
Ministers and demand the appointments.” 

“Tn most of the countries of Europe the com- 
missions are already formed.

don’t mean the railroad business interests, be- 
cause all administrations are the same to 
them, excepting that railroads do better when 
there is good business; between one adminis- 
tration and another they don’t care. With the 
manufacturers throughout the country, how- 
ever, it is a matter of life and death what the 
administration will do. itis safe to say that 
eight-tenths of what you call the business-men 
of the country are for Mr. Harrison. I take 
it for. granted that the men whose wages and 
whose labor are dependent on good business 
and ‘on the manufactories keeping go 
mg and on the furnaces being in 
blast and the mille in opera- 
tion, must have the same view the 
managers of the business interests have. Mr. 
Harrison’s next great strength is in the solid- 
ity of the old soldiers’ vote. There seems to 
be no dissenting voice about that. They are 
solid for him. There are 450,000 of them still 
living, and that counts for a guod deal. Now 
that soldier element was distrustful of every 
other candidate that was proposed—distrust- 
ful in that it had unlimited confidence in 
Mr. Harrison. I received innumerable com- 
munications from Grand Army posts—I was 
not much of a soldier but I am a Grand Army 
man myself—favoring the President. When 
people set out to knife tickets there is nothing 
so selfish as politics: The voters—that is, the 
people—are not selfish because they sacrifice 
their time in the marching processions, each 
one contributing in one form or another 
either from his pocket of his time to bring 
about what he thinks is for the best interests 
of the country, and therefore best for himself. 
How Politicians Fight, 

But the politicians, the men who manipu- 
late for plate, they are entirely selfish. If 
they are to fight it must be clearly 
shown that they are going to gain something 
by it. They never fight for revenge. There 
is nothing gained by revenge.

„They may through their revenge try to 
destroy a rival of their favorite so that next 
time their favorite may come in, as might be 
the case with the Hill men as against Cleveland. 
Theré they would be fighting for a selfish ob- 
ject.. They reason that Cieveland would do 
nothing for them, andif they could defeat 
Cleveland, then Hill might demonstrate 
that he was the only man who 
could carry New York and come in four years 
from now.

No- 
body believes that he has ambition to reénter 
public life, and that he. called upon his friends 
to fight for him with an idea that they would 
be rewarded and their interests promoted. 
Nobody believed that of Mr. Blaine, not even 
the men who fought for him, The other ele- 
ment of opposition was for Gov. McKinley 
and McKinley was for Harrison. There is ro

Thought Blaine Was in It. 

“Do you think Messrs. Platt, Quay, and 
Clarkson believed they could nominate Mr. 
Blaine? : 4 

“* Yes, they had no doubt of it. Of course for 
the first day or two it looked as if they might 
succeed. The convention on the Harrison 
side was run on the popular principle. There 
are no abler tacticiaus in the country, and 


never have been, than Platt and Quay and 


Clarkson. They are not only able in the man- 
agement of party machinery, but they are ex- 
ceedingly able and valuable in the canvasses 
when the campaign is set and the tickets are 
nominated.

sumed the petronage of any public work that 
‘was being done in France, and she considered 


it inconsistent to go outside her own coun 


to do for a stranger what she was not doing 
for herown. When I saw her this year and 
told her of the eminent women who were pat- 
ronesses in their countries she felt at once as I 
did, that France ought not to hold back. She 
consequently agreed to be the patroness of the 
Commission only on the condition that suited 
her exactly; she wanted to be sure that no 
antagonistic or radical elements of which she 
would disapprove would be incorporated in it. 
This has rather tied the hands of all the wom- 
en who were so much interested last year, be- 
cause no one is sure of being on the commis- 
sion now, and they are all‘ remaining abso- 
lutely quiet until the announcement is made, 
which I hope will be within a week. : 

Mme, Carnot the President of Honor. 

„Mme. Carnot will be the President of 
Honor, and their proposition was that M. Ber- 
ger, so well known in connection with the Ex- 
position work, should be the active President. 
I thought that this was inconsistent, as they 
had so many able women, and they will prob- 
ably conclude to put a woman at the head of 
the commission, but M. Berger will really di- 
rect its movements. 

In France, although the women are so ad- 
vanced, | was surprised to learn that there is 
not one charitable or educational organiza- 
tion that is carried on entirely by women. 
Their organizations are all mixed, composed 
of men and women both. When the able and 
experienced women that I have met were talk- 
ing of the work they seemed frightenea at 
having to undertake it alone. 

In July there will be opened in the Palais 
de l'Industrie what will prove an admurable 
preparation for the work of the next year; 
this is the exhibit of art and industries of 
women, which is under the direction of M. 
Berger. They are gathering everything that 
is notably done by women in France, and 
also many interesting objects from other 
countries, ahd it will undoubtedly be sugges- 
tive to all who have the opportunity of study- 
mg it. I was extremely sorry that I could not 
remain for the time of the opening. 

“In Russia the commission is composed of 
three women appointed by the Empress her- 
self, who is taking great interest in their 
plans. The President is Mme. Vischnegraa- 
sky, the wife of the Imperial Minister of Fi- 
nance. The Princess Narischkine has intro- 
duced lacemaking upon her own estates and 
has promoted peasant labor in a remarkable 
way, and they are anxious to send from Rus 
sia a full representation of the wonderful 
laces and embroidery made there. 

“In Germany her Royal Highness the 
Princess Frederick Charles, dowager of the 
late great Field Marshal, is the President of 
Honor. Their whole commission is formed 
of the most experienced and practical women 
in Germany. At the head of the educational 
branch is Helen Lange, who is a weman of 
great. distinction, and she will make a brilliant 
showing for the celebration. 

In Italy, berause of the interrupted 
diplomatic relations, the Queen herself took 
the initiative and offered to send her collec. 
tion of rare old laces and the work being done 
by the peasant women of today; they hope 
to be able to sell some of those modern laces 
done by peasants and help their industries on 
in that way. 

Austria Hurt Over Tariff Enactments. . 

In Austria we are not yet sure of having a 
Woman's Commission. The Austrians have 
been more hurt over our tariff enactments 
than most of the other countries, and, while 
they accepted the invitation, they voted such 
a small sum for the Exposition work that 
they do not want to subdivide it by 
giving any portion of it to a committee of 
women. It is only a farce to appoint a com- 
mission of women without giving them some 
money to work with, and they will either have 
to make a special appropriation for them or 


goods of foreign exhibiters have been seized 
and sold to defray the costs of the Exposition, 


so that it is necessary for influential people, 


those who represent the government, to take 
the matter up and show an interest in it, or 
else exhibiters are distrustful and feel that 
there is no guarantee or assurance of the safe 
return of their on articles,” 

Met the Full English Committee. 

In reply to the reporter’s inquiry as to 
whetner she had spoken with the commussion 
in England, Mrs. Palmer replied: 

„0, yes, I met with the full committee 
twice, and then I had private interviews with 
all the Chairmen, heads of the different sub- 
commissions. The Trained Nurses and Hos- 
pital exhibit ask for about 60x60 feet. They 
want to show a hospital ward, and they want 
to show a private room for paying patients, 
such as they provide in various hospitals, and 
they want to show all of their new appliances, 
among which is an operating-tabje invented 
by a woman, the best in use, They will have 
a trained nurse in her costumé and give lect- 
ures on nursing, etc. 

“Lady Burdett-Coutts 16 extremely inter- 
ested in the work of her commission, and 1s 
already advising and consultimg with the 
wisest heads as to how she can stimmarize all 
the work that is going on in England. In fact, 
the Chairman of every commission is full of 
zeal and all are interested. 

The thought that I have tried to give to all 
committees is that we had not a great deal of 
space to give to any country in our building, 
neither have they an unlimited amount of 
money to spend, and consequently each coun- 
try must send what is most original and rep- 
resentative and individual, rather. than to 
send a mass which would be only a repetition 
of other exhibits that would be made. For 
this reason England will make a special note 
of its training schools for nurses and hospital 
work, which it considers is better done in its 
country than anywhere elee in the world; 
Belgium of its école managers; Ger- 
many of its schools of a similar nat- 
ure, which touch all problems of domestic 
economy, etc. This. will secure variety and 
the comparison of the best that is done in 
each country, and make the éxhibit one 
which can be studied with great profit by all 
the world. There isso much which might be 
sent from each country that it is indeed be- 
wildering for the committees what is absolutely 
the best, and the women are taking hold of 
the problems that are presented to them in 
the most practical and thoughtful way.” 

Some Discussion in England. 

An interesting bit of information obtained 
from Mrs. Palmer was the fact that there was 
some dissension in the Women’s Commission 
from England. The Duchess of Abercorn 
and the Countess of Aberdeen both claim to 
represent the Irish product; which will be 
principally lace. Politics entered into the 
deliberations of the commission, and both 
claim priority. 


Several years ago, before a World’s Fair 


was talked about, Lady Aberdeen was in this 


country trying to further the sale of Irish 


manufactures, The of Abercorn’s 
only claim to represent the Irish industries is 
that her husband is a Tory landowner in that 
country. Mrs. Palmer, however, thinks that 
the rivalry between the two distinguishea 
women will be amicably arranged so that 


Ireland's (under English rule) goods will be 


properly represented at the Fair, 

Mrs. Palmer said that while our women 
proclaimed to be foremost in every move- 
ment, they were far behind, as regards prac- 
tical work, their sisters in England. She 
was rather ashamed at this, but had to admit 


it at what she saw.

Fet- 
terman, who one year later, with ninety-twu 
members of his command, was massacred 
by Indians five miles north of Fort 
Phil Kearney. The redskins had attacked a 
wood train and killed two drivers. Fetter- 
man was ordered to learn the strength of the 
Indians, but was cautioned against .going out 
more than two miles. But, shrewd. Indian 
fighter that he was, he allowed himself to be 
decoyed into an am bush, and only two mem bers 
of his command lived to tell the tale. 
The fort im its early days was one

THE WHISKY TRUST INDICTMENT. 

A Circuit and a District Judge of the 
United States have united in knocking 
the bottom out of the indictment found re- 
cently in Boston against the munagers of the 
whisky trust. Some of the parties concerned 
live in Ohio. Bench warrauts were issued for 
their arrest to appear and answer at Boston. 
They sued out writs of habeas corpus and in 
that way the matter came before District 
Judge Ricks at Cleveland and Circuit Judge 
Jackson at Cincinnati. . 

The indictment, which has four counts, sew 
forth substantially that before the passage of 
the Anti-Trust law of July 2, 1890—

and shoald, at the expiration of six months, certi-

It is alleged further that these acts consti- 
tute a combination in restraint of trade and 
an attempt to monopolize trade, and that 
therefore the parties are guilty of conspiracy. 
Both Judges agree that it is not enough to say 
that a combination isin restraint of trade to 
make it one, but that it must be shown where- 
in itis so. Some act must be stated which is 
relied on to make the offense. But there was 
no averment in the indictment that when the 
parties bought the distilleries they own they 
bound the sellers not to build others or not to 
carry on the business in the future, nor that 
they have made any attempt to control the re- 
maining one-fourth of the distilleries or to in- 
duce the owners to limit the output or agree 
on the price. Nor was any illegality shown in 
the rebate contract made with the Boston par- 
ties. For these reasons they hold that three 
of the counts are bad, 

The remaining count charged the defendants 
with owning three-fourths of the distilleries 
in the United States, they having acquired 


The Judges agreed that as there was no law 
against those purcheses when made, Congress 
could not pass an ex post facto law to make 
their ownership a crime, They agreed also 
that Congress had no power to pass such a 
law to apply in the future; that— 

Congress has no power to put restraints or limi- 
tations upon the right of an individual or a cor- 
roration in the acquisition of property. Each 
may go and acquire all the property that the 
State of the residence or creation will permit him 
or it to acquire. Even the State cannot impose 
restraint in the amount of the property which the 
individual may acquire. In proportion as every 
business is built up and enlarged and extended, 
it more or less, in a popular sense, monopolizes 
the business. If Congress meant to make that an 
offense they have no power to say so; they had 
no power to enact such a law as that. 

That is to say, the mere act of buying up 
distillery after distillery would not in itself 
constitute an offense so long as no unlawful 
use was made of the property thus acquired 
and the field was left open to others to start 
and run distilleries and no unlawful attempt 
made fo crush them if they did go into 
the business, The mereownership even of all 
the distilteries would not per se be in re- 
straint of trade, any more than the owner- 
ship of the solitary dry-goods store in a town 
would make its proprietor a monopolist. The 
above remarks of Judge Jackson must not be 
taken as denying the right of a State to limit 
the arnount of property a corporation created 
by it may acquire, but simply that the State 
cannot prescribe such limits to the individual 
citizen. 

Hence it seems as if it would be necessary 
for the District-Attorney at Boston to draw 
up anew indictment setting forth the acts 
done by the whisky trust to restrain trade or 
commerce or to monopolize tne business by 
unlawful means. , : 


DISHONEST DOLLARS. 

The Farmers’ Alliance, published at Lin- 
coln, Neb., thinks it has found a knockdown 
argument in favor of the free coinage of sil- 
ver. It lays down the proposition that it is 
always honest to pay a debt in the same kind 
of money in which it was contracted. Then 
it calls on the debtors of Nebraska to stand 
and testify that when they borrowed money lt 
any time within the last five years they were 

paid the money mostly in greenbacks and sil- 
ver, and that if they had desired to pay off the 
note the same day it was given it would have 
been lawful to pay in silver dollars of 4124 
grains each, they being then full legal tender. 
Any kind of money that will pay it that day 
will honestiy pay it any other day.“ 

This 1s a highly sophistical ‘plea and an ut- 
terly false one. Its error lies in the quiet as- 
sumption that after the value of the silver dol- 
lar had been let down one-third by free coin- 
age it would still be the same kind of dollar 
itistoday. Its fallacy may bo exposed by 
carrying it to ite ultimate conclusion, The 
greenbacks named have a buying power of 100 
cents on the dollar simply because they are 
guaranteed by the National Government. If 
that guarantee were tdken away those green- 
backs would be worth no more than the paper 
on which are printed the words, the United 
States will pay” to the bearer a given num- 
ber of dollars. They would have nv higher 
purchasing power than the currency issued by 
the Confederacy during the war. Those pieces 
of paper would be absolutely worthless as 
“money.” Yet, according to the Alliance 
plea, it would be perfectly honest-to insist on 
paying a debt in one or more of those green- 
backs after the guarantee had ceased simply 
because they were good at the time the 
debt was contracted. __ 

About two-thirds of the purchasing power of 
the silver dollar is guaranteed by the bullion 
value of the metal it contains. The remaia- 


ing third is guaranteed by the government. 


If that were withdrawn, as it would be by. the 
adoption of free coinage, the purchasing 
power of the silver dollar would at once sink 
one-third, and it would be only an honest pay- 
ment for debt to the extent of its actual value 
as bullion. To insist on paying it out at its 
one-third as bad in practice, as it would be to 
claim the right to pay the same in utterly re- 
pudiated greenbacks, supposing it possible 
they can be repudiated, which it is not.

ILLOGICAL DEMOCRATIC WORKINGMEN, 


The London Star predicts the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland by the Democrats, and says 
‘*the sympathies of all free-traders and Liber- 
als should be with the champion of reform— 
Grover Cleveland. The “reform” of which 
he is the champion, as the English look at it, 
aims at the repeal of ali protective and reci- 
procity laws and the opening of the ports of 
the United States to English goods free of 
duty. How farsucha “reform” will be for 
the benefit of American workingmen is for 
them to say. If they want a change in legis- 
lation which will expose them to the sharp 
competition of the poorer paid labor of En- 
gland and the continent they can get it by 
voting for Mr. Cleveland this fall. 

But the workingmen have for many years 
declared their undying hostility to thé com- 
petition of cheaper labor on a much smaller 
scale. They are protesting continually against 
convict labor and say that they will be forced 
to take lower wages if the few thousands of 
convicts in the United States are permitted 
to compete with them. The workmgmen 
have been and are still in favor of the exclu- 
sion of the Chinese. They have seen that if 
the Mongolians were allowed to settle in this 
country they would underbid American work- 
ingmen, and either force the latter to take 
wages so poor that they would have to live 
as Chinamen do to support existence or else 
starve, Sothey have insisted, very sensibly, 
that the coolies should be kept out. 

If the Democrats were kndbwn to be in favor 
of convict labor and Chinese admission the 
Democratic workingmen would rise up and 
howl and vote against the candidates of their 
party. If the Democrats should declare next 
week that the convicts at Joliet should be al- 
lowed to make shoes, cigars, barrels, and farm 
wagons to the greatest possible extent de- 
cause consumers would get those articles at 
lower prices and be benefited thereby, or if 
the Democrats should say that Chinese should 
be invited to settle in Chicago and work in 
the boot and shoe shops and other factories 
go that consumers might get cheaper goods, 
this city would give a nearly solid Republican 
vote. But if the Democrats should say that 
foreign-made goods should be admitted free 
because they are so cheap and because the 
consumer would be benefited, and should 
emphas their declarations by nominating 
the man English want, the workingmen 
would throw up their hats. 

They do not seem to be able to see that there 
is little difference, so far as they are concerned, 
between competing goods made by convicta, 
sent here from Joliet or Michigan City, and 
competing goods, whose cheapness is due to 
the fact that the men who make them get low 
wages. shipped here from Manchester or 
Birmingham. The only difference is that they 
would come from the first two places in small 
quantities and from the last two by the ship- 
load. 

It is possible that the workingmen may be 
able to see between now and November that 
they are illogical in fighting convict and Chi- 
nese com petition—the rivalry of jail-birds and 
semi-civilized Mongolians—and yet professing 
their readiness to meet the competition of the 
civilized and trained artisans of Europe. They 
ought also to ask themselves why it is that 
their transatlantic rivals, whether Tories or 
Liberals, are so enthusiastic over Cleveland 
and his reform policy. The answer is that 
it is for the same reason that the Chinese are 
so eager to get into this country—the wish to 
work for Americans at lower wages than are 
the rule here now and to take the bread out 
of the months of American workingmen. 


REDUCE OUR LOAD OF SILVER. 

The New York Chamber of Commerce has 
taken a sensible view of the silver problem. 
Its members unanimously have declared that 
in their judgment the success of the proposed 
international conference in reaching a stable 
international ratio depends primarily upon 
the immediate suspension of silver purchases 
by our government. They also placed on rec- 
ord their belief that such’ success would be 
greatly promoted if power were given to sell 
any part of the 70,000,000 ounces of silver 
bullion now on hand if before or during such 
conference that course were deemed advisa- 
ble by the President and the Secretaries of 
State and of the Treaaury. 

Tho logic of these utterances is sound. The 
nations of Europe can have no selfish object 
in helping us to assume the silver load if we 
show ourselves determined to carry it whether 
or no, and little other than selfish considera- 
tions dictate the policies of nations, Selfish- 
ness rather would induce them to hold off and 
prepare to take whatever advantage could ac- 
crue to them from our bearing the burden 
alone. It would be to their interest to let us 
have and take care of all the silver if they 
could get the gold, and they would proceed 
to dump in upon us just as much of the silver 
as they could get rid of at a profit while we 
were discovering that our policy was so fool- 
ish as to be impracticable. But if they were 
once convinced that in the absence of cobp- 
eration by them we will deal with our sur- 
plus silver as we do with our corn, 
wheat, and cotton they would take a vital in- 
terest in the proposition to decide on a work- 
mg ratio and agree to adopt it. If they felt 
it to be reasonably certain that we would send 
our surplus silver to them in the event of their 
not agreeing upon an international ratio they 
would be quick to appreciate the necessity of 
taking some steps to prevent an increase of 
the load which already presses upon them 
nearly to the limit of their power to bear it. 
They would respond heartily to the proposi- 
tien to agree upon some plan which will in- 
sure “an enlarged use of silver.“ They 
would see it is to their interest to work with 
us in the matter instead of against us. 

The line of action proposed by the New 
York Chamber of Commerce is the one caleu- 
lated to bring about this result, First of all 
suspend the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver each month, which would give the mar- 
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now, before any mischief 1s done by the delay, 
than defer it till the country is plunged into 
financial chaos by unwise tinkering with the 
silver question, 


CO-OPERATIVE BUILDING. . 

Another column of this issue contains the 
footings of official statistics of buildmg and 
loan associations in the State of New Jersey. 
The 271 associations in existence last year have 
a total of 78,635 shareholders, who have 518,777 
shares. Of these 131,620 are pledged by 19,205 
borrowers, and the total value of the outstand- 
ing shares is estimated at $25,606,373. The ex- 
penses of the year were less than half of 1 per 
cent of the net assets, showing that the busi- 
ness is conducted economically for the share- 
holders. The number of associations is 25 per 
cent greater than that of 1888, and the net cap- 
ital has increased 67 per ceat from the $15,000,- 
000 of that year. 

This total represents an average investment 
of a little more than $16 per capita for the 
1,500,000 population of that little State, or $80 
per family of five persons, It is stated that 
this form of investment does not interfere 
with the patronage of the savings banks, so 
that it may be regarded as nearly so much 
clear gain to the workers who comprise nearly 
all the membership of these organizations. 
The fact testifies highly for the prudent thrift 
of the working classes in New Jersey. 
They could not employ their spare funds to 
better advantage, and they know it. They 
have widely embraced the opportunity which 
associative effort presents for gaining homes 
of their own or obtaining good interest for the 
use of their money by others who want to 
build. Hence they are prosperous. They are 
capitaliste, 

Now see what the crazy, dishonest free sil- 
ver coinage scheme would do for these 78,635 
people. They have loaned over twenty-five 
millions of dollars in good money at its gold 
value of 100 cents on the dollar. The debt 
scalers are striving to cut down these loans by 
one-third—to a total of only sixteen and a half 
millions—by making the loans payable in de- 
based 67-cent dollars. They would thus cheat 
these. wageworkers out of one-third of their 
hard-earned money. The men who have saved 
afew cents per day to make a little nest egg 
for their wives and children are to be robbed 
of one-third of what they have saved and 
gained by loaning it out. The persons who 
have borrowed it and by ite aid gained 
homes of their own are to be allowed 
to retain those homes. on payment of 
two-thirds of their indebtedness, In oth- 
er words, they and the rest of the 
debdtors in the United States are to be en- 
riched by a barefaced swindje under the forms 
of a law which the dishonest: ones are asking 
to have passed for the express purpose of le- 
galizing the steal. The proposition is not only 
thus to rob the thrifty workers in New Jersey, 


but in every other State and Territory of the. 


Union, If all of them have saved at the same 
rate the steal on the shareholders in build ing 
associations alone would amount to fully a 
third ota billion dollats, and this outside of 
their great loss as depositors in savings banke. 
Yet the Congressional charlatans who are ad- 
vocating the steal have the hardihood to call 

themselves friends of the poor man, and boast 
how much they love the toilers. Yes, they 
love them as the hawk does the dove or as the 
wolf does the lamb, Their tender affection is 
that of the cat for the mouse, which it ca- 

resses while preparing to devour. 

The toilers in this and other States may 
study with profit the statistics of building as- 
sociations in New Jersey, and take them as a 
pattern for prudent management as well as 
for direction of effort.

MONITORS ARE SMOOTH WATER CRAFT 


The Miantonomoh Cannot Fire Her Guns 
at Sea and It Ships Water. 

New York, June 12.—[Special.|—The re- 
cent cruise of the United States steamer Mian- 
tonomoh to Annapolis, Md., and return was a 
success in that it brought to light all the good 
and bad qualities of this type of vessel, and it 
will now serve as an object. lesson in the 
construction of the other ships of this class, 
One fact seems to have been demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of all on board, and that 
is that monitors should not be sent to 
sea, except so far as is necessary 
in going from one port to another. 
It ts unposstble to ticesthe guns at sea and 
there is great discomfort and itive danger 
to the health of all on bua The muzzies 
of the guns when leveled are only about five. 
feet above the water line. In an ordinary 
ground swell or a moderate sea, such as was 
encountered going down the coast, the ship 
rolled from 10 to 15 degrees, dip a sea 
with every roll which dashed completely over 
the turret, and Which would have completely 
buried the muszles of the guns if they had 
been trained level abeam or éven at an 
elevation, filling the guns with water and thus 
preventing their being fired. Another reason 
vhy the guns cannot be used at sea is that in 
order to use them the turrets must be availa- 
ble, which is not the case under the present 
conditions. 

The third reason why the ships of the 
monitor type should not be sent to sea is that 
notwithstanding ail the efforts that have beer 
mede to prevent the water from gaining 
access to the berth deck, geufficient 
water gets below to make every place 
damp or wet and leave no place for the men 
to reat below. Furthermore, all the hatches 
have to be closed and battened down im- 
mediately on leaving smooth water, and the 
heat from the engine and fire rooms raises the 
temperature of the turret chambers from 90° 
to 100° Fahrenheit, the artificial ventilators 
being inadequate. 

A number of changes will be recommended, 
Soine of these will bé to increase the ventila- 
tion by adding more blowers, by cutting a 
large hatch over the engine-room, and by put- 
ting ventilators in different parts of the ship. 
New plumbing must be put in, and the steer- 
ing gear, which at present is rather crudely 
designed, must be perfected. The electric 
steering gear broke down while in Chesa- 
peake Bay.

A TOWN BEARS A MARTYR’s RAME, 


Hennessey, Ok., Perpetuates a Brave Man's 
Memory. 

El Reno Letter in the New York Press: 
Among the many new towns that have sprung 
up like magic in this remarkable country, 
one has been named Hennessey. On the 
choice of that name hangs a romantic story 
of a tragedy of the plains. At the time of 
the Cheyenne Indian outbreak in 1887, an 
Irishman named Patrick Hennessey drove a 
government freight wagon from Cald- 
well to Fort Beno. On one of his trips 
he had for rs two soldiers and a 
young “tenderfoot” New York boy, who 
wanted to see the wild side of life on the 
pene. It was a beautiful fall mo when 

ennessey tightened up his reins aad’ heated 
for old Reno. 
the country was full of warlike Cheyennes; 
but all that day and che next the party trav- 
eled without seeing any signs of Indians. At 
nightfall of the second day they turned into 
camp at the head of the great wash, just 
above the pretty valley of Turkey Creek. 
These “washes” are supposed to have been 
made by vast bodies of water centuries ago. 
This one had banks a hundred feet high, 
which extended out in the open prairie in the 
shape of the letter V. 

At sunrise Hennessey reconnoitered, saw 
suspicious footprints on the bluff and decided 
on animmediate start, but a broken Harness 
delayed the party until 8 o’clock. Just as 
the um bering old train — * got fairly out 
of the wash scores of came gallo 
down 8 creek valley, painted and fres- 
coed in all their tints of war. [They im- 
mediately attacked the freighters. 
Hennessey and his companions were 
well repared with rearing 
plenty of ammunition, but the soldiers proved 
to be cowards, In the bustle of piling up the 
merchandise in the shape of breastworks they 
loosened two of the horses and escaped into

It was a dangerous drive, for 


the forest a mile away, leaving the old driver 


and the New York boy to fight alone. 
Indians charged up the wash and fired, killing 
one of the two remarnmg horses. were 
repelled by a volley from the sixteen-shooter 
carbines in the hands of the occupants of the 
wagon. 

The next volley shattered one of the New 
York boy’s arms, rendering him entirely 
helpless. brave-hearted Hennessey 
bound the wounded boy tothe remaining 
horse, and with a cut of the lash sent the 
animal with its wounded rider into the 
woods. A few of the Indians charged after 
the injured lad. At this moment Hennesse 
made a dash for the wash,” i wit 
him two six-shooter carbines two 
large navy revolvers. He found conceal- 
ment. in a crevasse in the rocks that ad- 
mitted of approach only directly in front. 

For two hours that little nitch in the bank 
belched forth its deadly streams of fire, and 
the victims of the unerrmg aim of the brave 
Hennessey were strewn in all directions. He 
had em his revolvers and one of the car- 
bines when the Indians, thinking he had rua 
out of ammunition, made a charge. Hennes- 
sey fired so rapidly from his remaining car- 
bine that its magazine “‘ heated and melted 
a cartridge. In a moment he was captured.

Wiegal, 
who was in comm of the rescumg party, 
jumped from his mount and cut Hennessey 
down, but he was dead. In lifting him out of 
the pile of oats, his legs, burned to a crisp, 
dropped from the body. 

Brave Hennessey. was buried on the spot 
where he gave up his life, and the government, 
to particularly honor the herois f the 
noble-hearted 8 placed marble slabs 
around the grave. one of them the story 
of his valor is told. Near by in a trench the 
soldiers buried twenty-seven Indians, the vic- 
tims of Hennessey’s unerring aim. In mak- 
ing the survey for the Rock Island toad Hen- 
nessey’s tomb came within the company’s 
right-of-way, and, to do honor to the memory 
of him who h 
the company laid out a beautiful little town 
within a hundred yards of this historic grave 
and called it the City of Hennessey.

Panegyric on the Services of Hellas to the 
World, 

At a banquet of the Association of Greek 
Studies in Paris the veteran Ernest Renan 
spoke as follows, according to a correspond- 
ent of the London Daily News: 

Lou have been pleased to cast a sunbeam 
on my last days. This is probably the last oc- 
casion on which I shall preside at your fétes 
to encourage Greek classical studies. What a 
fine program there is in history! I call a 
miracle a thing that has only happened once, 
and that is Ancient Greece,

fect, so complete, that everything which had 
gone before was thrown into the shade. It 
was really the birth of reason and of liberty. 
The citizen, the free man, made his appear- 
ance.

“ Seience—that is to say, the true philoso- 
phy—was founded. The mechanical s m 
of the world was at times surmised, y 
failed to persevere in this line, but the princi- 
ple was discovered. Copernicus, Galileo, 
Newton, merely drew out the consequence of 
an order of ideas which displaced the earth 
from its central — and brought to 
view the infinity of universe. 

“And in art! Heavens! what fecundity, 
what a world of gods and goddesses, what a 
celestial revoiution! Greece invented beauty 
as it had invented reason. Ihe East had 
made statues before just as a certain East 
had learned to do without the continual inter- 
ference of the gods. But Greece 
alone discovered the stability of 
nature’s laws. Greece alone discovered the 
secret of beauty, truth, law, and the ideal. 
Henceforth peoples can do no more than fol- 
low its teaching. It is what Rome did, what 
the Renaissance did, and what the authors of 
future Renaissances will ever do, after every 
outburst of barbarianism; The decisive hour 
in the history of mankind is thut which you 
are stuyding. Greece never haa a melancholy 
return to the past or a sad, that is to say sei- 


fish, thought. Greece always looks forward, 


feeling that the world needs her and that she 
realizes in her time the highest conscience of 
humanity. What characterizes the Greek is 
his faith in glory, his confidence in the future. 
“Glory is another invention of Greece. The 
life of the individual is short, but the memory 
he leaves after him is eternal. To sacrifice 
‘one’s self for one’s reputation is a wise policy. 
The Greek thus creates a value which nothing 
equals, and of which he is the only dispensa- 
tor. The man whom Greece has not spoken 
of perishes in oblivion. The man she remem- 
bers is glorified and lives, so that, failing im- 
mortality, which the gods, it appears, kept as 
a privilege for themselves, man could strive 
for something more than the tty glory of a 
lifetime.

„he reports that we constantly hear of the 
Old World’s interest in the World's Fair are 
not at all exaggerated,” he said. ‘I saw epi- 
dences of the- great interest that haa been 
aroused everywhere, It 1s due in great part, 

rhaps, to the thorough manner in which the 

Fair has been advertised. 
Interest Taken Abroad. 

“The views of the buildings and the grounds, 
with accompanying descriptions and explana- 
tions, are to be found everywhere. Even 
the little towns on ‘the edge of the 
Sahara Desert have not been forgotten, 
and it was not an unusual sight to spe 
the windows of the. dingy little hotels 
and business houses almost filled with litho- 
graphs which were printed ‘from the same 
atones as the ones to be found here in Chicago. 
The accompanying explarations were always 
written in both rench and the native lan- 
guage of the codntries, and they carefully set 
forth every detail of the work. * 

»The interest that the people feel in the 
Fair is almost surprising. As soon as the ip- 
habitants of a town hear that an American is 
among them they deluge him with all sorts 
of questions. Few seem to realize the enor- 
mity of the undertaking until they are miven 
anepportunity to. learn it by comparison. In 
Tripoli, all through Tangier, in Morocco, and 
in Almers I found that the extensive advertis- 
ing had brought about the usual enthusiasm 
and interest, and the effect will be to induce a 
large number of the peculiar people who feel 
that ali the world is wrapped up in their; little 
towns to coine to America next year. | 3 

The prospect of a large and interesting ex- 
hibit from Turkey is particularly good. The 
government has given a simgle firm-—Ilia, 
Souhami, Sadoulli & Co. —the sole right to 
make the national exhibit and something 
great can certainly be expected to follow the 
plans that have been undertaken. 

A Shipload from Tarkey. 

“The firm is going to charter the biggest 
ship it can find and bring over 400 native 
Turks arrayed in their national costumes. A 
street in Coustantinople, which was pointed 
out to me, is to be reproduced at the Fair, with 
all its peculiar erookeduess and narrownes$, 
and full of its interesting bazaars and restau- 
rants. This, by the way, has a business motive 
back of it, for the bazaars are to be filled full 
of salable articles.

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RATTLESNAKES THAT GO OUT TO SEA. 


Stories of Their Exploits as Navigators Off 
the Coast of Texas. 

Port Lavacean: It is generally accepted 
that the poisonous ‘rattler is a dry lana snake. 
But, like a great many other popular beliefs, 
this is wide of the mark. On the Texas coast 
we have a great many broad bodies of water, 
and frequently mile after mile of trackless 
waste intervenes between poimt and point or 
island and island. The experienced boatmen 
who travel these broad bays and bayous can 
teil a different story about the rattler. They 
know that hig favorite place of abode is along 
the water tronts, where sufficient brush or 
other means of concealment can be had, and 
that u swim of a few miles is but a pastime. 
Said an old boatman yesterday: 

T have seen rattlers swimimmg far out in 
Matagorda Bay, at least eight miles from the 
nearest point of land. They seem to have a 
location in view, and nothing can make them 
turn back or depart from their course. I have 
tried to make them face about or move along 
a different point of the compass, but all to no 
purpose, The snake loses much of his cour- 
age and ferocity in the water, fer instinct 
teaches him that he cannot strike to advan- 
tage. He swims well and tries to escape, and 
I have known him to dive, but the regular 
route will always be resumed, and the bee re- 
turning to the hive with a deposit of gathered 
sweets to be converted into honey could not 
be more exact. 

It is the testimony of all who have made a 
study of the rattler that he will always try to 
return to the place of birth. We have an il- 
lust ration of this instinct on the Texas coast. 

Fronting on the Gulf of Mexico in places 
are low sand islands partly covered with cac- 
tus, brush, and other vegetation, in addition 
to the native grasses. These islands are the 
homes of hundreds of rattlers.. They were 
submerged in the great storm of 1875 and 
every living thing washed away and not a 
snake romained. They were found in swarms 
on the mainland for days after the storm, but 
it was noticed that they gradually disap- 
peared, and it was soon discovered. that they 
returned heine by swimming across the bays

The celebrated relic is now in Naples among the 
State jewels. It was captured an en by the 
Austrians to Vienna in 1859, but was returned to 
Italy in 1866. Believers in the sacred t iron 
inside the crown point to the fact that there is 
not a speck of rust upon it, although nearly 2,000 
years old.

For false diamonds this glass is simply cut 
and polished in facets, while for imitatmg 
other stones, such as rubies, emeralds, sap- 
phires, ete., metallic oxides are mixed with it. 
“In manufacturmg glass for such pur- 
the processes employed have to be con- 

ucted with the utmost nicety. For making 
even the best mirrors the necessary silica is 
obtained from ordinary white quartz — 


sea sand toa large extent; but, in this case, 
rock crystal is substituted, composing about 
50 per cent of the ingredients of the paste. 
To it must be added 22 per cent of carbonate 
of soda and due proportions of calcined borax, 
saltpeter, and red lead, All of these things 
are reduced to the finest powder, mixed, fused 
together by heat in a crucible and cooled 
slowly. 

The density, transparency, and beauty of 
the paste depend upon the care taken in these 
processes. Thus made, it is ail ready to be 
cut up into diamonds and prepared for mar- 
ket. It may be, however, that the manufac- 
turer desires to produce counterfeit genis of 
other sorts, If so, he has the means rqadily 
at hand. Supposing that he wants rubies, he 
fuses with the paste a very small quantity of 
peroxide of manganese and a trace of Cassius 
purple, which will give the propery color. For 
emeralds he em ployes in like manner oxide of 
iron, and for sapphires oxide of cobalt. 

1 Topaz is easily formed in the crucible by 
mixing with 1.000 parts of the paste forty parts 
of glass of antimony and one part of Cassius 
purple. For manufacturing other kinds of 
gems there are methods equally simple. Of 
course, none of these imitation precious stones 
has the chemical constitution, hardiness, spe- 
cific gravity, or optical properties of real ones. 
Accordingly, their falseness is readily per- 
ceived by an expert. Inasmuch aa the ele- 
ments of which various gems are composed 
are well known, synthetic chemistry has at- 
tempted to reproduce them by putting the in- 
gredients together and effecting crystallization 
in the laboratory. In this way large masbes of 
what might bé termed true ruby and sapphire 
are turned out artificially, such gem-like ma- 
terial having some usefulness for industrial 
purposes, although lacking the brilhancy of 
nature’s produ-ts. 7 

“For my own part, I am confident’ that 
sooner or later some, if not all of the stones 
deemed precious will be reproduced by art- 
ce. The chemists who have hitherto con- 
fined their attention to taking things apart are 
beginning to learn how to put them together. 
All the gems are very simple in their compo- 
sition, and the problem is merely to make 
their elements crystallize properly. In all 
such knowledge science has made little prog- 
ress as yet. We do not even know for what 
teason one substance is transparent while an- 
other is opaque, though presumably there is 
some relation between arrangement of the 
molecules in the transparent body andi the 
length of the light waves, which, in the case 
of the 2 body, permits the latter to 
pass through. 8 |

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


—Safe and profitable sale in 
$1,000,000. NATIONAL 1 — 


The week closed with better weather and a 
somewhat improved crop prospect. Those condi- 
tions were quickly reflected in general business 
affairs. Business showed marked improvement, 
in volume at least, throughéut the country. Bank 
@earings indicated the largest increase over the 
corresponding week of last year that has been re- 


ported fora long time. Railroad earnings are 


not so nearly up to date as bank clearings; but 
the latest railroad returns show increases in traf- 
fic. In local business affairs a marked inerease 
in the demand for money is to be noted at the 
banks and decided improvement in the volume 
of business is reported from the retail stores. The 
last is wholly a result of better weather, and 
the increase in the démand. for money can 
also be largely traced to that. In tie monsy 
situation there is nothing in the prospect point- 
ing toward any interference with the 

easy condition that has long been ruling.. While 
the demand shows an increase it has increased no 
faster than have deposits, and the banks hold as 
large a surplus as they bave at any time this sea- 
son and rates are quite as easy. 

The iron trade has shown some improvement 
during the week, but, curiously, that improvement 
is based upon a particularly weak feature in the 
iron situation. Depression in the iron business 
has been so marked that labor troubles are re- 

as one of the quite probable elements that 
will goon enter into the sitaation. The increase 
in the demand is said to be ‘based upon the fear 
of such labor difficulties. There is some improve- 
ment in manufacturing business generally, if 
the demand which manufacturing interests are 
making upon the banks is a criterion.
